Meany, who the week before 
Durkin’s appointment was elected 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor by the AF'L executive 
council, had immediately made two 
moves which attracted wide atten- 
tion. 


The first was a statement that 
renewed efforts should be made to 
unite the AFL and the CIO. The 
second was a visit with Eisen- 
hower, after which Meany told the 
press that he had advised the 
President-elect to name an actual 
labor man as Secretary of Labor. 

When it ‘was later announced 
that the president of Meany’s own 
international union had been 
named as Secretary of Labor, 
Meany was asked by the press 
whether he had specifically sug- 
gested Durkin.

they could’ get more trustworthy 
reports on current affairs from 
radio and television. 

| One angle of the development 
mentioned by Clancy is the loss of 
jjobs to union workers on the 
dailies as the circulation of the 
dailies decline. 


He cited the fact that many un- 
ion workers on the San Francisco 


’,Chronicle had been fired Monday

A new Gilbert Jr. Erector Set 
that’s been tested in nursery 
schools and hospital clinics is made 
of colored plastic pieces. Many, 
construction toys are too difficult 
for children younger than eight, 
guidance experts find, even though 
manufacturers and retailers often 
try to sell them for the younger 
kids. But this new set is easier to 
handle, because the plastic tubes of 
different lengths fit together over 
knobs, rather than with nuts and 
bolts. It sells for $3.95. 
INTERLOCKING BRICKS 

“Another good new set, for chil- 
dren six and uv, has small scale- 
model hoilow bricks made of plas- 
tic that interlock so the child can 
build walls. The set has gates, dvor- 
ways, windows, and other architec- 
tural equipment, and the bricks 
themselves are scaled in size from 
real concrete blocks. Sets ere 22.95 
for one of 152 pieces; $4.95 for a 
306-piece set. The bigger set is the 
better buy, because it provides 
much move material for more 
varied building. 
FLEXIBLE BEADS 

New plastic rainbow beads in- 
vented by a school teacher and on 
the market for the first time, can 
be cut with scissors, pierced, 
squashed flat, pasted, strung with- 
out a loom, and used in other ways 
to moke jewelry and other handi- 
craft items. They're not only more 
versatile than traditional beads, 
but cost less: 75 cents a package, 
or $1.25 for a kit of 600 beads, 12 
clasps, direction booklet and twine. 
If you can’t find these in local 
stores. you can order them from 
Arts Cooperative Service, a coop- 
erative of nursery-schoo! teachers, 
at 340 Amsterdam Avenue, New 
York 24, N. Y. 
BUILDING BLOCKS 

The new big blocks of corrugated 
paper at $5.95 for a set of 12 were 
mentioned here previously. If you 
prefer wood blocks of varied 
shapes, note that experts recom- 
mend hardwood blocks for a large 
family that will pass them along 
as the kids grow up, but consider 
the less-costly softwood blocks sat- 
isfactory for a family with one 
child.

1. The Federation continues to oppose the importation 
of foreign labor until it has been proven that no domestic 
labor is available in specific areas, and until adequate safe- 
guards have been provided to protect both foreign and 


domestic workers. 


2. The Federation is convinced that’the only way to 
eliminate the hazard of ‘‘wetbacks” or illegal entrants in 


agriculture is by legislative action making it a crime know- 


ingly to employ “wetbacks.” 


3. Present wage, hour, and social security legislation 
should be amended and extended to include agricultural 


workers.
